Children Cry for Pitolierl 


MOURNED AS DEAD, 


A JVTfcslng r,l;u> Beturn.4 While Bis Wife !• 


AU'jutiing Ills Funeral, 


Quite a sensation, if not a mysterious 


turn, has taken place in the identifica- 
tion of tho body found in tho canal at 
Bridgeport April 9, and the .consequent 
preparation of tho body for interment 
by Mrs. Kate Kurz as that of her hus- 
band, Fritz Kurz. 


Mrs. Kurz, who lives in Philadelphia, 


fully identified the body as that of her 
husband, describing its personal pecul- 
iarities and marks before being permit- 
ted to see it. She at once ordered aa 
undertaker to take charge of the body. 
Mrs. Knrz, attired in deep mourning. 
v,-ith three women, came here on Fri- 
day. 
The funeral was about starting 


from the morgue when a telegram 
signed ' ' Waldrick' ' was received by the 
coroner stating Mr. Kurz is at Mrs. 
Davis' house alive. Mrs. Davis was one 
of the two attending Mrs. Kurz in her 
bereavement The latter could hardly 
believe the telegram. 


The walnut casket containing the 


body was halted in its journey to tho 
hearse. Every effort had been made to- 
ward giving Mrs. Kurz'.i husband wor- 
thy burial On the casL.t were three 
floral pieces, a pillow with the words, 
"My Husband," a "Gates Ajar" two 
feet high, and a wreath bearing the in- 
scription, "At Best" Hev. J. H. Nei- 
mau was in waiting at tho Montgomery 
Cfametery chapel to pronounce the funeral 
eulogy. 


After a harried consultation the nn- 


dei taker went to Philadelphia. At Mr. 
Davis' house, with whom the Knrzes 
board, sat Fritz Kurz. He was just re- 
covering his composure from the excite- 
ment and consternation his appearance 
had caused to a few female neighbors 
who were awaiting his wife's return 
from thefnneraL He then related to the 
undertaker his first knowledge of hia 
wife's errand, when, upon entering hia 
home, he saw the strange occupants of 
the house fleeing in terror at his appear- 
auce. Surprised at their strange con* 
duct, he inquired, "Where is Kate?" 
and the startling reply came, "At Nor- 
ristown attending your funeral '.' Kan 
informed the undertaker that he was in 
New York working at his trade, but 
owing to a disagreement with the bou 
came home. 


The undertaker hurried home and in- 


formed the small band of mourners of 
the situation. — Norristown Special in 
Philadelphia Press.

ING ALLS WAS F.IGHT. 


Ex-Senator John J. Ingalls of Kan- 


sas is one of the moat eloquent and 
sarcastic speakers in the country, bat 
while in the Senate one of the must in- 
consistent of its members. He voted 
with his party, whether right or wrong. 
When his position was hacked by 82,- 
000 majority ia Kansaa be was for ex- 
pending millions 011 the Navy, but 
when the 82,000 majority was reduced 
to a minority and he was defeated for 
re-election, he declared in the "United 
States Senate that building an iron 
clad Navy wae a useless expenditure of 
money, PS the war vessels of yesterday, 
In this age of invention, are obselete 
to-day. 


The truth ot Ingalls' assertion is 


now substantiated by experiments at 
the Government testing grounds at 
Indian Head, near Washington. Last 
Saturday plates of nickel-steel eigh- 
teen inches thick and weighing thirty- 
three ton1*, were torn into fragments 
by and 850-pound projectile from a new 
12-irioh rifle. Th • pi Ltes represented 
613 *on» of side annul intended for the 
battle-ship Indiana. They were forged 
by hydraulic pressure aixl <-ost $15,000 
The 1^-moh gau, charged with 769}^ 
pounds of powder, and a Carpenter 
armor-piercer, weighing 850 pounds, 
was leveled at the plate, distance about 
400 feet. This projectile struck the 
plate with a velocity of 1,465 feet per 
second, and when the smoke cleared 
away the 
shot, apparently little 


changed, lay about 30 feet in front of 
the target, while in the plate was a gap- 
ing hole and three great cracks yawn- 
ing open eight inches, extending from 
top to bottom. Had tho plate been 
fastened to the Indiana's side, instead 
of against thirty-six inches of oak 
backed by the hillside, the supposition 
is that the battle-ship would be badly 
crippled. 


This test proves tho truth of Ingalls' 


assertion 
What is tho use of building 


armor-clad vessels at sin expense of 
two or three millions each, when a shot 
from the newly invented rifle would 
disable, if it did not sink, the heaviest 
of them in a few minutes. A wooden 
vessel would stand a better chance of 
surviving an engagement in which the 
XDwguns were used than the armor- 
plated battle-ships on which millions 
of dollars have been expended in the 
last few years.

THE 
COAL 


The cause of the great coal strike in 


which about 175,000 miners are en- 
gaged, is facing discussed in 
the 


Eastern press. Professor Kemis, of 
the University of Chicago, has an 
article 
on 
the 
subject 
in 
the 


Outlook. He 
bases his 
statements 


on the Census of 1890, from which he 
quotes as follows : 


' The average wages of the 24,3.43 


mini !••-. In Illinois in 1890 were only 
$6,87 i \, ook; of the 19,591 Ohio miners, 
$6.70 per week; of the 53,780 bitumin- 
ous miners of Pennsylvania, $7.55 per 
week, and of tho 70.660 
anthracite 
miners, $6 21 per week." 


The report of the Ohio Bureau of 


Labor Statistics for 18S2 confirms this, 
for H gives the average weekly earn- 
ings in 1892 in that State as $6.67. In 
most States, Professor Bemis says, 
wages average about $2 per day when 
the men have work, but this is usually 
not over 200 days in a year. 


The mine operators though their pro- 


ducted to the extent of 75 cents per 
ton, reduced the wages of miners about 
one-third. The miners refused to sub- 
mit to the reduction and struck for the 
old rates, as under the new scale they 
could not average $4.60 per week for 
their labor 
The loss to the operators 


and railroads by the strike amounts to 
millions, and the loss to the miners 
will average $4 per week for each of the 
175,000 men engaged in the strike. The 
operators say they reduced the price of 
ooal to railroads from $2.25 to $1.90 per 
ton and contracted to supply them at 
the latter rate. This they plead as an 
excuse for reducing the wagp ; of the 
miners. The miners say that they can- 
not support themselves 
mn.1 their 


families at the reduced rato of wages, 
and therefore refuse to work. The 
operators are not satisfied with less 
than a dollar a ton profit on the coal, 
and to secure this they insist that men 
shall work at wages that will not sup- 
ply their families with the common 
necessaries of life. 


Why put n tariff on coal if the men 


engaged in mining it have to work at 
starvation wages and the owners of the 
mines are the only persons who profit 
by it ? 


THK ADMISSION OF ITTAH. 


The bill for the admission of Utah as 


a State, which passed the House of 
Representatives some time ago, has 
been reported favorably by the Senate 
Committee on Territories and placed 
on the calender. No attempt has been 
made in either House to annex Utah 
to Nevada, though some goldbug mem- 
bers, early in the session, advocated 
the union. 


Congress could not annex Utah to 


Nevada without the consent of the 
people of Nevada though the organ- 
izers of the Beno Republicans thought 
otherwise 
The Constitution of Ne- 


vada defines the boundaries of the 
State. 
The Constitution cannot be 


changed without the consent of a 
majority of the qualified electors of 
the State. It the people did not want 
Utah Congress could not compel them 
to accept. In this case, however, there 
was nothing to indicate that Utah de- 
sired to be annexed to Nevada, and the 
only sentiment in favor of annexation 
in Nevada was in the eastern counties 
oftbeState, and even there it was not

HE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSION- 
ers of Wfishoe Count}, State of Nevada,

SECTION 1. It shall be unlawful for any 
owner, or agent of any owner, or any other 
person, to loan or rent to any person what- 
ever any room or house to be kept or used 
for purposes of prostitution, or to keep a 
house of ill-fame or resort for prostitution 
anywhere within the corporation limits of 
the town of Reno, Nevada, except in that 
Sortion of said town east and south of the 
re limits, in Block Y, as now established, 
and the lands sonth of First Street, north of 
the Truckee river, und east of the nre limits 
as now established. 


SEO 2. Any person violating: Section one 
of this ordinance shall be deemed guilty of a

faha Bell Think* That She Stood IB *!>• 


V«»* AatphlUMatex at Melos Typifying 
» Qreat Goddess Conferring; Honors—A 
Problem IB Art. 
Any n amber of attempts have been 


made to restore to her original perfec- 
tion the Venus of Melos, who has stood 
In armless t>oanty for the admiration of 
the thousands of art lovers who visit the 
Louvre, but the original design is aa 
problematical still as tho meaning of 
the monster that guards the pyramids, 
and so accustomed have people becomo 
to the Venus as it emerged from the 
rains of tho Melos amphitheater that no 
sculptor has yet been able to effect a 
restoration which satisfies tho sense 
thus cultivated. John Bell, an Eng- 
lish sculptor, has made the latest resto- 
ration. 
As no mention appears in ancient rec- 


ordn of art, there is no knowing what 
personage or deity the so called Venus 
nlay have been intended to represent. 
She has been entitled a Venus Victrix, 
and one of her lost hands is supposed to 
have held the apple, the award of Paris, 
while another speculation has been that 
she formed part of a group with Mars. 
According to another idea, she repre- 
sented a flea nymph, the special protect- 
ing Nereid of the isle. By some she has 
heen said to bo a Nemesis, In connection 
possi^lv with the Athenian massacre of 
the islanders, about the time of the Pel- 
oponnesian war. 
By others she has 


been adopted as a Nike or Victory. 
Others have asfaigned to her tho names 
of Sappho, Phiyno or a mourning Blec- 
tra, while yet another version has been 
that she was a lyre playing muse. The 
most general idea, however, has been 
that she WRS an Aphrodite or Venns, 
which is highly probable from the al- 
most universal worship of that goddess 
throughout the coasts and islands of 
the JEgeau archipelago, and it has been 
suggested that she had a harp in her left 
hand while she played on it with her 
light, which the position of the torso 
and tho remains of the arras admit of. 
Bat the most favored and at the same 
time tho least dignified of the floating 
speculations is that she is coquettishly 
holding and looking in a mirror. The 
argument in favor of this is that a 
bronze statuette has been discovered in 
Pompeii which much resembles it, and 
it is holding and gazing in a mirror. 


To very many archeeologists this last 
flina the most probable solution of it» 


mystery. 
Certainly the pose is appro- 


priate: certainly the demitoileted con- 
dition is in accordance with the theory 
too. 
But Mr. Bell is incapable of enter- 


taining ibis notion of its "motivo," and 
having addressed his thoughts to some 
mission that seemed to him more wor- 
thy he has decided that a great goddess 
conferring honors is more in beeping 
with the dignity of the sculpture. 


Though small, the island of Melos 


must at one time have been very popu- 
lous. It was famous for its catacombs, 
laiaous for its cyclopean lamparts and 
for its huge amphitheater. It was in 
tho nuns of this last, in a cave grotto, 
that tno figure which from the Paris 
Louvrn rharnw the world was found. 
Mr. B.'l thinks its original situation 
was in tin amphitheater; that it posed 
as the gei.ii us loci of the structure, and 
that at some time of commotion it was 
removed to the grotto tor protection 
and concealment. 


"Methmks J see her there," he says, 


"in the vast amphitheater thronged 
with adorers of the great goddess, the 
central object at some high festival. 


"Under this aspect what species of 


motivo is open to us for the restoration 
of thia noblo work consonant with its 
grand form and majestic presence? She 
stands with the utmost firmness and 
dignity, and a benign smile is on her 
face as she slightly bends forward. The 
principal fractures indicate that her 
left arm and hand was raised and her 
right advanced before her. The amphi- 
theater in which I assume her to have 
stood was no doubt the accepted site 
tor the holding of high public festivals 
and for tbo bestowal of the insular 
honors for public services and for liter- 
ature, philosophy, poetry, music and 
the drama, and for victories in athletio 
games, which formed so integral a part 
in the culture of the Greek race. From 
the abovo considerations has sprung my 
conception of what it is possible she 
may have represented and the mode In 
which the lost arms and hands may 
have been held and employed." 


In pursuance of this conception Mr. 


Bell has invested his attempt at restora- 
tion with "the character of a great god- 
dess conferring honors." One band be- 
stows a wreath of glory; the other hold* 
one in reserve and there you have a 
Venus Denatrix.—Magazine of Art.

Earthworm*. 


Darwin says in "The Formation of 


Vegetable Mold:" "If a man had to plug 
np a small cylindrical hole with finch 
objects as leaves, petioles or twigs he 
would drag or push them, in by their 
pointed ends, but if these objects were 
very thin relatively to the size of the 
hole he would probably insert some by 
their thicker or broader end. The guide 
in his case would be intelligence.'' He 
then goes on to show by reports of actual 
experiments that this is the method pnr- 
Fued by earthworms. 
Not only do they 


adapt the leavo of the trees of their own 
country to rhcir netcls, but the leaves of 
foreign treeb aie dealt with in a similar 
war. The following words of Mr. Dar- 
win are remarkable: ' 'If worms are able 
to jndgo, cither before drawing or after 
havi>.jj dr^-ivn an object close to the 
motifUs of their burrows, how best to 
dr.!^ it in. they must acquire some no- 
tion of ita general phape This they prob- 
ably ae-qtiiro l>y touching it in many 
places vith the anterior extremity of 
their bodies, wliich serves as a tactile 
organ. 
"It may bo well to remember bow per- 


fect the Fensc of touch becomes in a man 
when born blind and deaf, as are worms. 
If worms have the power of acquiring 
some notion, however rude, of the shape 
of an uDject and of their borrows, as 
seems to he the case, they deserve to be 
called intelligent, for- they then act in 
nearly the same manner as would amao 
circnniatapcea "
